TEXAS _ 
WANTS TO 
SECEDE 


McAllen, Tex. 

Four counties in the Rio 
Grande Valley a committee at 
work on the proposition of 
receding from Texas und giving 
the nation a 49th state; the 
United States flag a new star 
for the spangle. 


The committee was organized, with 
P, E. Montgomery, a magazine pub- 
Isher os president, and was seriously 
at work, with high plans but remole 
prospects, 

The Rilo Grande city attorney, L. 
R.. Brooke, was vice-president. A 
former district judge, C. E. Thomp- 
son, Was secretary.. 

The matter already had come to 
the atlention of the legislature in 
Austin, and Geo. James V. Alfred 
was moved to comment that he did 
not believe the pcople of the four 
counties would want to secede after 
they studied the matter more 
seriously. 

The counties involved are Hidalgo, 
Cameron, Willacy, and Starr. Their 
arca is 4,317 square miles; popula- 
tion 175,000, The committee discuss- 
ed making the proposed new state 
a happy one where divorces-could be 
had in 30 days for $100 feces; and 
horse and dog race tracks, forbidden 
.n Texas, could flourish. 


STATE TOO LARGE 


The pros and cons of the situation 
were: Under the treaty by which 
Texas was annexed to the Union, it 
was provided that because of its size, 
Texas could be divided into as many 
as five states at some later time. On 
the other. -hand, the.federal constitu- 
tlon provides that no new state may 
ov turmea out of the territory of 
another state, without the consent of 
the legislature of the state affected. 

Gov, Allred sald he did not think 
the legislature would permit the four 
countles to secede without submitting 
the question to the voters of the state. 
He did not think the whole electorate 
would approve the idea. 

In the four counties, some old 
timers said ft looked like “a wild- 
haired stunt to get some publicity for 
she valley,” others took. the matter 
seriously and believed, that if the 
campaign were waged long and loud 
oneugh, it might win. 

The committee had not reached 
the point of selecting a name or a 
capital for the proposed new state, 
but had considered its government. 
‘An unicameral legislature was sug- 
gested, of not less than nine or more 
than 21 members, who would serve 
four years and be Ineligible for 
reciectlon.

More Referees May Stop | 
| Faulty Decisions 


(By Gcoffrcy Simpson) |

How much longer, 1 wonder, can professional boxing be 
carried on in Britain under the present system of refereeing? 


That is not an exaggerated ques- 
tion, Aso close observer of matters 
pugilisiic, I ask it iri all seriousness. 
Week ‘after week, os fight followers 
ore well nware, the sporting atmos- 
phere of boxing arenas, large and 
small, is being gravely disturbed by 
outbursts of disapproval at the 


_| verdicts of referees, 


We are in the middle of a boxing 
boom in boos, Crowd demonstra- 
tions are becoming common. .. They 
are -belng accepted as.an inevitable 
part of the game. It has become the 
fashion, if one -disagrees with the 
finding of a referee (who, after all, 
does know a bit about it)’ to make 
things hot for him. The referee, un- 
happy fellow, cannot boo the crowd 
in return. 


Boxing promoters are harassed 
people. You can see them all tense 
at the ringside, waiting for the ver- 
dict—the crowd's, not the referee's. 
These scenes do not help their shows. 
1 am sure everyone will agree that 
they do not help boxing. ; : 


It {s not for me to say that when 
crowds boo and shout down verdicts 
their judgment is wrong. Gencral- 
ly it is right. Modern fight crowds 
know their sport. - 


FAULTY SYSTEM 


What I do say $s that the, booing 
habit is not one which does us credit. 
Competitors In any game are ex- 
pected to accept a referce’s judgment 
in a sporting way. 


However, that side of the question 
can be Ieft to the good sense ond 
fairmindcdness of boxing onlookers, 
and I am golng to side with them 
by stating that the general standard 
of refereeing to-day leaves much to 


| be desired, 


Too many debatable decisions are 
being rendered, and unless the 
problem ls properly tackled by the 
British Boxing Board of ‘Con‘rol, 
then Iam afrald much harm {s go- 
Ing to be done to the sport they 
govern. - 


Referees, being human, sare bound | . 


to err at times, but I$ is my convic- 
tlon that many of the “funny” ver- 
dicts we get are the fault not so 
much of the officials concerned as of 
the system under which they work. 

The one-man refereeing system is 
a British trodition . . . and tradl- 
tlons are hard to break down. 
Nevertheless, other countries, who 
learned .the game from us, after. 
starting “off with one-man -control, 
gradually threw the system ‘over 
bool until to-day Britcin stands 
olone as champlons. of the “one 
Aght, one referee” plan. 


THREE-MAN PLAN 


In the United States they have one 
referee and two judges, In every 
country in Europe, except otrs, 
they have threa judges and. one 
ringmaster, . : eee eae

All the whilo he fs Instructing, 
sometimes -'remonstrating, grabbing 
the boxers by the shoulders to tug 
them apart, covering as much ground 
as tho fighters In his boiled shirt, 


The gong gocs,:the referee mops 
his perspiring brow, and says (mcn- 
tally), "Now, who won that round?” 
He marks his card, and off he goes 
agalu. Moke no mistake, the physl- 
cal effort Is considerable. 


It seems to me that the referce has 
so many other things on which to 
concentrate that hls judgment of the 
actual scoring {s bound’ to 
affected. . . . That o good judge of 
boxing sitting close to the ring- 


side will see,more than docs the), 


tolling referee’ inside the ropes. 


That also is the Continental view. 
So in Germany and in France, and 
ali ather countries afilated to the 
Internptional Boxing Union, they 
put u ringmaster into the ring and 
sit three judges at the ringside. 


The ringmister ‘dees not give a 
verdict. .He ls there to attend to the 
“Break” and “Don’t hold” techni- 
colities ond do the running abou, 
This leaves the judges {ree to con- 
centrate calmly on the scoring and 
decide on the winner. 


WORTH TRYING 


Admittedly ‘the. system is not fool- 
proof, but would it not be less pro- 
ductive of boo-provoking verdicts 
than our one-man plan? For onc 
thing, a crowd would not co rendily 
demonstrate against « three-man 
vote. Sacondly, three men oro Icss’ 
Ukely to give a nhistoken ruling than 
is one offictal. .

They were = surrounded 
by the Chinese yesterday and the day 
before, but still fought desperately, 
hoping for the arrival of, reinforce- 
ments. 

Reporting ‘to General Li Chung- 
jen, commanding the Chinese farces 
on the Shantung * front — yesterday, 
the Chinese commanding officer at 
Talerchwang stated that subjected to 
the Chinese enveloping attacks dur- 
ing the last two days, the Japanese 
had suffered heavy Josses. Street 
fightingg was especially severe on 
April 3, 

On April 4 assisted by seven planes 
and 20 field pieces, the Japanese, 
the Chinese commanding = officer 
stated, rushed the Chinese lines at 
Talerchwang in’ an attempt to re- 
galn the strategic town. The Chin~ 
ese defenders put up stiff resistance. 
One of the Japanese planes was hit 
by Chinese .fire and crashed at 
Shnlichwang, a village in the neigh- 
hourhood.

However, that side of the question 
can be left to the good sense and 
falrmindedness of boxing onlookers, 
and I om golng to side with them 
by stating that the general standard 
of refereeing to-day lenves much to 
be desired. 

Too many debatable decisions arc 
being rendered, and unless the 
problem is properly tackled by the 
British Boxing Board of Con!rol, 
then I am afraid much harm is go- 
ing to ‘be done to the sport they 
govern. . : 


Referees, belng human, are bound 
to err at times, but It is my convic- 
tlon that many of the “funny” ver- 
dicts we get are the fault not so 
much of the officlais concerned as of 
the system under which they work.

WORTH TRYING 


Admittedly fhe system is not fool- 

proof, but would it not be less pro- 
ductive of boo-provoking verdicts 
than our one-man plan?

The Chief Justice snid: 

Before I begin the work of the 
Court this morning it is fitting that 
[ should refer to an anniversary 
which we are very happy {to cem- 
memorate to-dey. 

On April 5, 1888 a young man, 
Henry Edward Pollock, was duly ad- 
mitted to practice as a barrister in 
this Court. He had been called to 
the Bar in London on November 17, 
1887, und had landed In Hongkosnp 
for the first tIme on April 2, 1838, ° 
’ Very soon after he became a mem- 
ber of the local Bar he was entrust 
with oficial duties, for he acted as 
Police Magistrate for a year during 
1088 and 1880, In 1891, he was 
made a Justice of the Peace. In 1892 
he acted as Puisne Judge for : 
months and in 1896 he, for the (rs 
{ime, acted as Attorney General, an 
office which he frequently filled be-~ 
tween thnt year and 1928, 

In 1890 he took silk and was called 
within the bar of the Colony. For 
eighteen months from June 1900 he 
was Prestdent of the Lunc Court to 
consider claims to land in the New 
Territories. Professionally for many 
years his Hfe was a full and active 
one and the Colony's Law Reporls 
testify to the number of important 
cases In which he engaged and to his 
industry and ability in conducting 
them, 

Belonging as he docs to a family 
which is unique in English annals 
for the number of its representatives 
which it gave to the law it is not 
.perhaps surprising that Sir Henry 
should have chosen the bar as his 
profession and that he should have 
succeeded in the vocation of his 
cholce, 


MANY OTHER SERVICES 


Sir Henry's life, however, has been 
many sided, and even when he was 
in busylpractice he found ume to 
work in other fields for the better- 
ment of his fellow citizens. 

In 1894 his services in connection 
with the outbreak of plague brought 
him a well deserved gold medal. In 
1903 he, for the first time, bécame an 
unofficial member of the Legislative 
Council, and from 1903 to 1906 was 
an elected member of the Sanitary 
Board, 
a substantive member of the Legisla- 
tive Council on which, from that 
date, he has continuously served. 

In 1921 he was appolnted an un- 
oflelal member of the Executive 
Council and on. that body also his ad- 
vice has from that_time been con- 
Mnuously at His Excellency’s sere 


vice, 

In 1024 His Majesty was pleased to 
confer on him the dignity of Knight- 
hood, a well deserved recognition of 
his outstanding services to the 
Colony.

having his wide knowledge and ripe 
experlence at Its disposal and in 1925, 
on the recommendation of the 
Honorary Degrees Committee, hie re-

“We did not have Chinese visas on 
eur passports, because we had been 
informed by an official in Hongkong 
that visas were not necessary for 
short visits to Shum Chun or Canton,” 
Mr. Heaton told the Telegraph this 
morning. 


The first hint of trouble came after]. 


Mr. Heaton had taken photographs 
of the. two girls standing besides no 
Chinese sentry. 

The sentry did’ not object to the 
photograph heing taken, but shortly 
afterwards three Chinese officers ap- 
proached and requested the tourists 
to uccompany them to the military 
barracks outside the village. 

The party was detained at the 
barracks for over an hour, during
